ABwmtUMlCottajp. 


One of the most artiitically finished 


residence* of Newport, H. I., In that of 
Mi'. G. Mead Tooker, on Kay street 
and liollevue avenue. The throe houses 
of which it was originally comprised 
liuvo been blended into one imposing 
structure from the plans of Clarence S. 
Luce, architect, of New York. 


Entering from the main hall into the 


dining-room, the first feature to attract 
the eye is the large old-fashioned fire- 
place of stono, richly carved, and with 
lioodcd roof of Carlisle stone. Cut in 
tho face of the roof are the Tooker 
anus. A very important feature, from 
its magnificence and antiquity, is tho 
buffet. This is made from a screen 
taken from an old monastery in Brit- 
tany during the fifteenth century, and 
shows elaborate designs in carving, 
tho work of the monks. It is fourteen 
feet long. On one side of the buffet is 
tho silver safe; and in front of it, fins')! 
with wainscoting, are solid brass gates, 
also the work of the monks. The win- 
dows of the room are all of the same 
height with the wainscoting, and are 
a mass of jeweled bull's eyes, chipped 
oil for lustrous effect, and with an oval 
plate glass in the upper part of the 
window. 


The ceiling is oak timlxiied. 
In the 


corners of the room are niches for china 
and glass ware. The pilasters on the 
side show crabs carved in relief; and 
the columns in the wainscoting, crests, 
fleur de lis and shells. 
Above the 


wainscoting tho wall is covered in 
Spanish leather. The room is rich in 
carving; and to preserve the feeling of 
antiquity in its furnishing, a screen for 
the fireplace has been made of panels 
of sun burnt wood, taken from the 
front of a Cairo house, and adding not 
a little to the general effect 


Leading 
from 
the 
dining-room, 


through arches on either side of thefire- 
place, by means of gates used in front 
of the safe, we enter the salon. Here 
the walls are covered with yellow silk 
up to tho frieze, which is composed of 
heavily embroidered silk of a very rich 
pattern, and the entire finishing points 
to the Louis XVI. style. 
Over the 


fireplace is a mantle -of cherry, with 
figures carved iu relief around a cen- 
tral mirror. 


Tho library is flushed in red and 


gold with brilliant eiTcct, and the h' 
place, which is bricked from the iloor 
to the ceiling, reveals rich designs in 
carving. 
From this room opens tho 


morning-room, which is finished in blue 
and silver. The ceiling, tinted in sil- 
ver is covered with an elaborate p 
torn of white Escurial lace, through 
tho fretwork of which the metallic lus- 
tre glistens and forms a pattern in it- 
self. The fireplace in this room is of 
Sienna marble. 
Above the mantle 


rests a mirror encased in modeling. A 
little must be said concerning the fur- 
niture, which has been chosen with re 
gnrd to harmonious contrast. 
It is of 


silvered wood, covered with fawn col- 
ored plush, with designs burnt in, and 
picked out by hand. 


The most attractive feature of tho 


drawing-room is the fireplace of Caeu 
stone, cut in the face of which is tho 
nude figure of a dancing girl. 


Over the dining-room runs the con- 


servatory. ;>."> feet by 3l> feet. The floor 
is covered witli Spanish tiles and the 
windows are all of glass disks. 
In tho 


centre is a fountain 
of terracotta, 


around which, joined hand to hand, 
are several cherubs graced with flowing 
ribbons, receiving water poured upon 
them from a jug held by an upright 
central figure. The fountain and figure 
are jjlsueil m-or ro prnilm-o tho Dresden 
Shepherdess elii'et, and between the 
figures and centre of fountain rare exo- 
ties have been .planted that make re- 
dolent with their perfume the whole 
conservatory. 


Within the guest chamber the wall; 


arc cohered with rose colored silk in 
harmony with the furniture of inlaid 
rosewood. 
Here, also has penetrated 


the spirit of antiquity pervading the 
dining-room, as shown in the bed 
spread of heavy embroidered white 
silk, made from the vestments of an 
old Portuguese priest. A characteristic 
feature is that of the gas brackets, 
which are of porcelain. 


Dcccnding to the kitchen we notice 


a departure from tho usual methods 
of finishing that room. 
Here 
the 


floor is tiled and the walls covered 
with glass.—[Art Age. 


The present outbrMk seems to bo ou 


a stupendous scale, though as yet it 
ban done comparatively trifling damage.

startled ants, uncertain from day to 
day as to the reach of the ruin that is 
overtaking them. 
And Nicolosi is but 


one of some 70 villages all built on the 
thinks of the mountain and more or 
less in continual peril. 
It may be 


asked why the people, after so many 
warnings and calamities, persist in 
living on the thin crust flooring the 
fields over those subterraneous furna- 
ces. The fact is that the friable soil 
formed by the discomposed lava is of 
marvelous fertility where there are the 
means of irrigation, and it is very easily 
wrought—as iu the forest region we 
come upon magnificent groves of the 
oak, the ilex, and the chestnut, the 
pine, the beech, and the lime. 
So that 


the villagers run the risk of being occa- 
sionally ruined or swallowed up in 
consideration of the comfort they enjoy 
between times; aud, putting their trust 
in the guardianship of the Virgin and 
the saints, congratulate themselves on 
being much better otf than their neigh- 
bors. 
Yet when you see Etna in the 


glow of a Sicilan sunset fancy can 
scarcely associate tho mountain with 
menaces of death and devastation. 
Not 


even in the transparent air of the Lib- 
yan desert, flickering over the burning 
sands behind tho huge pyramids of 
Ghizeh. are the splendors of tho dying 
sunset more glorious. 
Tho hidden 


furnaces would seem 
mysteriously 


to add an intensity of sympathetic re- 
flection to those celestial fires of orange 
and crimson, till the flashing lights, 
fading down into vivid purples, make 
the barren lava beds and the broken 
precipices blaze iu what may bo pro- 
saically described as great breadths of 
purple pickled cabbage. No artist has 
ever caught those tints, which are 
simply uuscizable by pen or brush.— 
Blackwood's Magazine.

The Enforcement of Prohibition. 


In nvost of the towns of the State au 


oiTort is being made to enforce the con- 
stitutional amendment against the sale 
of intoxicating liquors and the authori- 
ties arc succeeding reasonably well.— 
There is more to contend with in enforc- 
ing a liquor law than in the enforcing 
any other law against crime. In this case 
the authorities have not only the liquor 
solleis to light but also a Urge and in- 
iluential force., nominally temperance 
people, who do not want prohibition to 
succeed unless they can have tho con- 
trol of the forces. This class is aided 
and abetted by the Providence Journal 
and many of tho smaller fry of news- 
papers in this State who take their cue 
Ironi the Journal. These papers can 
see no £ood in any law that they them- 
selves did not dictate the making of, 
neither ia any law officer capable of do- 
ing his duty, if not of their choice.— 
This class of papers and individuals 
are constantly han-assing those whose 
duty it is to see the law properly en- 
forced and making if very difficult for 
the officers to successfully do their 
work. Nevertheless the authorities arc 
keeping constantly on the look out for 
evidence that will convict those who 
are violating the law, and before long 
some who little expect it will be called 
upon to answer for their doings. 


At Xarragausctt Pier seven persons

for sale liquor at the Casino, a few days 
since, and the evidence to convict is of 
the most conclusive nature. In Woon- 
socket, too, several arrests have been 
made and more, we are told, are to fol- 
low.

IU Marvel* 


The grontcBl marvel [in tho fairy pal- 


ace of tho Into -kiiiB of|i Hnvariii at Hi-r- 
lench'icniBce] is tho royal Ijcdchamljor, 
which is a lofty room of motlomto 
dimensions, with Uiroo windows aliovo 
•ndlolow, tlio tipper IjeliiK draped 
with erinwon silk, that throws a music 
light upon tho masses of gold dintrih- 
uted over tlio royal apartment. It is 
divided into two parts by means of a 
golden balustrade, the lack part boiiiK 
rounded. Horn tho KIIIK'H bed stands 
on a raised dais, up to which lead live 
broad steps, covered with ruliy velvet, 
on which are embroidered largo gold- 
en sune. Th« lied is of Rilt lironzo. 
a work of art as wo meet it onco in a 
lifetime. 
It is covered with a counter- 


pane of sold cloth, embroidered in 
colors, tho centre representing King 
Louis XIV. w-iihont his wig, a large 
emerald on his lireast, ami sapphire in 
his hair. The bed is surmounted by 
a cauopy of ({old, with a high crown of 
gbl'd in the centre and four enormous 
bunches of white plumes at the four 
comers; from thc-caiiopy' descend tho 
curtains, to examine which a lover of 
art will 'devote, several weeks. 
The 


outside is ruby velvet, embroidered in 
gold, so tlmt of tho ground color 
scarcely, anything^ seen} the insi:lo is 
covered from top to bottom by pictures 
from the'liibic, at first sight the pro- 
duct of the miniature painter's brush, 
but, on close inspection, tho triumph of 
tho needlewoman's skill. The centre 
of the background is occupied by a sun 
embroidered in diamonds and pearls; 
mid'when I heard tlmt the King never 
once used this bedroom, 1 was led to 
believe that ho. expected a visit from 
the Hoi Soleil himself, and hoped to as- 
tonish' even his magnificent majesty. 
•/i'ho walls of this room aro entirely 
Bung with red velvet embroidered in 
gold, the children holding garlands of 
flowers being so solid that a real baby 
held to tho wall cannot stand out from 
it more boldly than do these works of 
the needle. On otto side of tho bed, 
within tho space confined by tho gold- 
en balustrade, is'tho washing stand, a 
tail mirror in gold arabesques, the 
. table of marble supported by gilt 
bronzed figures—tho basin, ewer, and 
ten vases in gilt bronze,of a sir.o that 
would astonish even a giant, and of a 
beauty that it is impossible to describe. 
The other side of the bed is taken up 
by a prayer stool in rnby gold embroid- 
ered velvet, tho background filled by a 
St. Michael in colors of such splendid 
workmanship that tho original by the 
miniature pniutor, upon which the 
stitches wore worked, must bo less 
beautiful. Above tho prayer stool is a 
tiny alter with a copy of Raphael's An 
uunziata, which with the prayer book it 
adorned, was sold by thoPerugian fam- 
ily, that had gwned it sinco Raphael's 
time, to tho Km press nf Russia, who in 
turn lout it to King Louis, one of her 
great favorites; in tho years that pre- 
ceded her illness. On the right and on 
the left side there arc armchairs of gilt, 
carved wood, tho arms supported by 
erect children, the seat and back cover 
cd with gold cloth, on which a frame 
of gold embroidery surrounds a group 
of children embroidered 
in colors, 


works of art that should bo kept in a 
museum. Tho room contains besides 
six stools of similar workmanship, two 
white marble chimneys, with Sevres 
vases of red porcelain, and quaint old 
-clocks, twit mirrors filling the space be- 
tween the three windows, whore tables 
of dark red nmrblo support Siivros can- 
dlesticks formed of n hundred flowers 
and fruits, placed at either side of ala- 
baster groups of graceful girls. The 
velvet hangings on tho wall aro parted 
in several places to admit paintings 
framed by rich arabesques, which form 
a frieze surrounding the painting on 
the ceiling, a splendid mass of beantiul 
forms and beautiful 
colors—Helios 


driving the sun, and the hours dancing 
around him. 
Tho King's attendant 


told me that fTolios some time ago was 
a splendid likeness of the young King 
himself, hut that one day he gave 
orders to have his features erased, and 
now Helios is none else than the per- 
petual Louis XIV. bimself. 


My description is so very imperfect 


:tbat I must add some remarks for the 
use of those who, like myself, have 
•seen tho (.'bateau de Versailles, the 
Winter Talace in St. Petersburg!!, 
:Potehof, and Zarakoje Sclo—and who 
•will attempt to compare these with 
JlerrcHch'iemsee? It should be remem- 
bered that in'all these palaces the mir- 
rors, tlie gildings, the hangings and the 
pictures are old; that in Herrencluemsee 
all has been completed but yesterday, 
so that tho bright splendor is quite 
comparable. In many instances tlie in- 
tentions of Louis XIV. were incom- 
pletely carried out or left out alto- 
gether, because the cost was to high 
and the :means of transport wore imper- 
fect. Bavarian Louis had studied all 
the plans, had read all the available 
literature on the subject, had traveled 
to Versailles and back a hundred times, 
and had i-ru'ried out the magnitioicm 
King's very dreams of splendor. Thus 
the fountains in front of the castle do 
not exist at Versailles, because, having 
been made of plaster, a storm destroyed 
them soon after their completion, and 
they were never restored accordini; to 
tlio old designs. When the King viewed 
what his mind had created, and bis 
eyes glanced over ilia hundred rooms 
that oxist merely in brick and mortar, 
across tho empty space whore the sec- 
ond wing was to stand, what wonder if 
his mind went astray as he perceived 
tho total impossibility of over complet- 
t:.^ what would in the history have 
riven him a place with The most mag- 
nilieent 1'rinVts of times of old? 
His 


valei told me that he paced the mirrored 
ball and all other apav^mcntx in the

Then lie would 


stop out upon the balcony, and while 
tho sun rose over tlio hills, by one Blight 
movement of bin hand, sot the waters, 
working in the fantastical forms his 
mind had created for them, and in tho 
glow of early morning, amid the nub- 
ing waters, with beauty around, his 
eyes would bo raised heavenward and 
ho perhaps deemed himself one of the 
gods.—[London Daily News. 


A Critique on Taine. • 


Taine frequently delights to compare 


himself to the anatomist wielding tho 
scalpel, to tho botanist, or to tho zoolo- 
gist. Hut in tho llret place these men 
of science, when they institute their 
researches, lay aside all human passions, 
personal brcdilcotions, natural preju- 
dices, anil individual feelings, whereas 
tho critic who can divest himself of all 
those things in pronouncing judgment 
is not yet born, so long as men remain 
only human. And, secondly, the anat- 
omist, tho zoologist, tlie botanist can 
actually mako'good what lib demon- 
strates in eoucroto'form.'for ho has tho 
objects bodily''before him; .while'tho 
critic who has'to deal with abstract con- 
ceptions—such as beauty, goodness, &<s, 
—Can only conjecture or surmise, as 
conceptions aro almost always open to 
various interpretations. Tamo's criticnl 
method is, then, not a science; his 
conclusions aro not proofs; they aro, on 
the contrary, often fallacious. Never- 
theless his process has, as we have al- 
ready remarked, tho advantage of en- 
hancing the reliability of criticism by 
continuous grouping of facts aud con- 
stant, endeavor to obtain certainty. On 
tho other hand, this virtue is apt to de- 
generate into a fault. The effort to 
prove too much frequently 
misleads 


Tnino to wander into falso paths. Ho 
eagerly swoops along all tlmt servos his 
purposes, and thus not infrequently 
falls into self-contradiction. It happens 
sometimes that ho brings forward tho 
same evidence to confirm one assertion, 
at another time a quite opposite one. 
By high-sounding gouoralixations ho 
magnifies phenomena and occurrences, 
which appear to any one else quite 
harmless and unimportant, into weighty 
and portentous records. Ho ascribes 
much too great and wide-reaching on 
inllneuco to his throe forces or "sur- 
rounding 
circumstances." 
However 


much, as every one must admit, this In- 
fluence of race, of sphere and of the 
spirit of tho age may operate on tho life 
and tho activity of the man, we cannot 
go so far as to assume that it alone 
molds individuality. If so, how does it 
happen that brothers aud sisters can bo 
so unlike one another? Taino is too in- 
ductive by half. He appears to sot 
about his rending with 'all his precon- 
ceived theories and foregone conclu- 
sions mustered before him, and to note 
all that soems to him to confirm them, 
whilo ho ignores all that tolls against 
them. But this is the direct opposite 
of objectivity, which can only bo ap- 
proached by tho deductive process.— 
[The Nineteenth Century.

.nan of Mr. Tilde'n's vast wealth, 
domestic taste and political prominence 
remained a bachelor iitl his life.

The ilistino;u:8lieil gentleman w;is in- 
troduced by Vice President Col. Gilpln 
in a few pleasant words. 


Following is an abstract of the atl- 


ilross which was one of thu most able 
mil scholarly that has been read before 
the Society for a long time:— 


Newport has the usual distinction of 


beiiij! an American town whluh success- 
fully resisted a siege. 
Among its de- 


fenders a very largo proportion were 
German soldiers. Their story is told 
at great length by von Eulkin;,', in his 
history of the Gorman Soldiers 'in thu 
Itritish service during the American 
Revolution, published 
in Uauovor, 


Germany,in 1st!!. His book has attract- 
ed less attention than it deserves, and 
as it has not yet been translated a brief 
abstract may not be without interest 
and value. It is,hardly necessary to 
repeat his justification of the employ- 
ment of foreign soldiers by Great Brit- 
ain. He shows that it was a custom as 
old as Greek and Roman times, that in 
the middle ages it wa» a constant prac- 
tice, that France and Italy, as well as 
England, had Gorman and Swiss sol- 
diers in their service during the 18th 
century, both before and after the revo- 
lution, and that so far from such ser- 
vice being unpopular in Germany, be- 
sides the regular troops sent here by 
their sovereigns, there wore quite large 
volunteer organizations. 
The advan- 


tage to Germany consisted in the largo 
sums paid to that country by Great 
Britain, in the Treaties of 1'eaco which 
secured its English protection, and in 
the military experience which was 
found of great service in later years in 
the struggle between Franco and Ger- 
many. Many of the officers rose to dis- 
tinction, whoso lessons in real war 
had been learned in America, and both 
French and German officers and men 
found frequent and profitable occasion 
to put in practice in European wars, 
the modification of old time warfare 
first adopted in America. 
Franco too 


had in its service in the force sent to 
America, {Gorman soldiers, and the 
Deux Pont Regiment was the Bavarian 
Xwoibruckcn-Gorp.s from Bavaria.1 


Of 1-he British force sent to Newport 


in 1770, a Ijirgo'in'oportion consisted of 
German soldiers, lluyne's Brigade, the 
Guards, and Losbcrg's Jiegincut. The 
Hessian Keinients Prince Charles and 
Ditforth formed the permanent garri- 
son-, while six ITcssInn Regiments were 
stationed throughout the Island. A 
very slight acquaintance soon dissipat- 
ed the fears the Americans entertained 
of the 
barbarities of the Germans, 


while they soon learned that Indian 
warfare was not the every day practice 
of the Continental forces. The reports 
and letters of the German officers and 
soldiers, 
piously preserved in 
the 


archives of tholr native states and in 
contemporary publications, made this 
country and .its .nuturaUaiid social.ad- 
vantages well-known in Germany, and 
largely contributed to the emigration 
from that country which sol in soon 
aflcr 
American 
independence 
was 


achieved. The German.i stationed in 
and near Newport wrote home that 
they were heartily welcomed by many 
of the Americans. Their share in ac- 
tive military operation soon came. In 
July, 177S, a French licet under D'Es- 
tainj;, and a large force under Sulli- 
van laid siege to Newport. The Ger- 
man Regiments, the Anspack Bayreuth, 
that of Binan, and Ditforth's, took part 
in the hard work of its defenders. The 
advance and retreat of tiie Americans 
followed the advance and retreat of the 
French licet, and when it finally disap- 
peared, followed by the Engish licet, 
after landing a large reinforcement, the 
German soldiers took an active part in 
the sharp contest by which the Ameri- 
cans finally covered their crossing to 
the mainland. It was not until toward 
the end of August that the Americans, 
satisfied that the French licet could 
give no further help, linally abandoned 
the siege. For many days the contend- 
ing forces had been engaged at first 
from the defensive works and after- 
wards in close quarters, and both sides 
acquired mutual respect for one anoth- 
er from the severe struggle. 
If the 


French fleet had maintained its part of 
the siege, Newport and its British de- 
fenders must have surrendered, just as 
Cornwallis did 
afterwards at York- 


town, and the war would thus have 
ended the sooner. 


The German troops endured many 


hardships during their protracted stay 
in Newport, for the siege and the oper- 
ations of tv/o contending armies and 
the alternate attacks of two hostile 
fleets had destroyed 
house, barns, 


farms, trees and orchards, so that the 
garrison as wu!l as the people were 
compelled to depend for much of their 
food and shelter ain! firewood on sup- 
plies brought from the main land. The 
Germans sent out many expeditions for 
this purpose, but often their rations 
were reduced to the lowest point, and 
during the winter their men fell vic- 
tims to the unusual cold and severe 
storms,at one time so many of the Ger- 
man soldiers perished in a violent snow 
storm that it was long afterwards call- 
ed the Hessian storm. 
When spring 


came, many of the German troops were 
employed in farming operations, and 
the haymaking near the town during 
the summer of 177!), was all done by 
them. In October of that year the 
British finally evacuated the 
island. 


Home of the German officers in writing 
home botli officially and to their famil- 
ies, pointed out the error of thus aban- 
doning a position so strong as New- 
port, for as long as sea communication 
with New York was kept open, New 
England was prevented from helping 
the Americans in other quarters, Bos- 
ton was really cut off, and New York 
and Newport together were the best

Sullivan's 


uttack and siege, undertaken by Wash- 
ngton's order, showed how much im- 
uirtanee was laid on the possession of 
Newport and the control of Its waters, 
i'liat a force of even 1000 Americans, 
supported by a largo French licet,could 
io»o to reduce a place held by 7,000 
[British and Gorman veteran soldiers 
notcctcd by well foitilled linos, rc- 
loubts and abattis, showed a coura- 
geous spirit, and that the attempt fnil- 


I was mainly due to the fact that the 
French fleet withdrew and that the 
English fleet arrived just in time and 
brought reinforcements. 


Besides the current versions of the 


incidents of the British occupation of 
Newport and the conduct of the Ger- 
man soldiers during their stay, given in 
Bancroft's and Arnold's and other his- 
tories, there arc some unprinted and 
iiontemporary papers that throw light 
on the other side. The journal of Fleet 
Greon, a resident, covers the period 
from Juno 7, 1777, to October 25, 177W, 
md gives a very vivid description of 
the discomfort of living in a town oc- 
cupied by a foreign garrison and in a 
state of siege. The Germans, of course, 
wore obliged to enforce strict martial 
aws, arrests were frequent, many of 
the inhabitants were sent, and more 
allowed to go to the mainland, and the 
louses and other property of these ab- 
sentees were used by the soldiers. All 
the churches except Trinity, the State 
rionse, the Redwood 
Library, 
aud 


nnny other public and private buildings 
were used for hospitals and other mili- 
tary purposes. Groat destruction was 
lone in the siege and in both defence 
and attack. The markets were put un- 
der martial law, the citizens 
were 


obliged to work on the fortifications, 
and wore punished for refusing to work 


<n Sundays, many of the houses were 
iilundcred under pretence of inspection 
md appeals to the military authorities 
were hardly entertained. The people 
as well as the soldiers suffered from the 
severe winter and the small supplies of 
food and fuel,—bread was nnido out of 
iat meal and rye ground,--houses and 
wharves torn down to supply firewood, 
ilul every rumor of success or defeat 
from iifar received alternately with dis- 
.nny by the loyaliste and joy by the 
latriots. At last in October, 177U, the 
;owh was evacuated, and when at last 
in account was taken of the losses sus- 
tained, it was shown that poor New- 
tort had lost a largo trade, which gave 
t its importance, and many of its forc- 
nosl merchants, as well as a great sum 
n the destruction of property, this 
could be replaced, and the State of 
Kliodo Island and many other States, 
notably South Carolina, helped it in its 
liour of need. 
The arrival of 
the 


French llect and army brought back a 
temporary show of prosperity, but 
when peace came at last, Newport 
found itself stripped of all its old great- 
ness and naturally attributed much of 
its loss largely to the German soldiers, 
part of its garrison during the weary 
years of the British occupation, the 
siege and the war.
